And of Paul and Silas it 
was falsely »aid; 
“These men, being 
Jews, do exceedingly trouble our d ty , 
and tear b custom s which are not law ­ 
ful for us to receive, neither to ob- 
Korve, being Romans.” 
Nowadays unjust accusations 
and 
false im pressions are still quite com 
mon, and 
especially our 
Lutheran 
church has been accused of fostering 
strife and discord in this our beloved 
’country, which accusation is born of 
Ignorance or malice. 
It is a common 
Impression that Lutheranism is 
i*. 
some way related to, and connected 
with, Germanism or Kaiserism, doubt­ 
less because the founder of L utheran­ 
ism was of G erm an birth and man* 
of its followers are of German ex­ 
traction. 
Nevertheless, the im pres­ 
sion is false. 
As far as doctrine and 
practice are concerned, the founder of 
Lutheranism could Jbat as well have 
been of any nationality; Lutheranism 
though born and cradled In Germany, 
Is thoroughly American in ideal and 
practises. 
The German Kaiser and 
his family are not members of the 
Lutheran church but of the Prussian 
state church, which has always been 
on an ‘oppositional footing towards 
the L utheran church of North America, 
Hence the Prussian church haa said: 
“The North American Missouri Synod 
(with which our local congregation is 
affiliated), ia a fanatical enemy of 
evangelical 
Germanism.” 
Further 
i more, the Lutheran church of North 
America has organized and financed 
a sm all 
body of 
Lutherans 
(abom 
6,000) 
In 
Germany 
in 
direct 
op­ 
position to the religious oppression 
exercised by the Kaiser and his P rus­ 
sian church. And finally, why did the 
founders of our synod forsake Ger­ 
many 
Because they were persecuted, 
because they could not and would not 
tolerate governm ent interference witn 
their sacred rights of worship; to 
escape the tyranny 
of 
conscience 
titi&f forced upon them they emi­ 
grated to the U. 8. A. where »hey 
could readily observe C hrist's direc­ 
tion: 
“Render 
unto 
Caesar 
the 
things which ar»* Caesor's. and unt.i 
God the things that are God's.” This 
word of God urges us to consider 
the relations between a good citizen 
and a good Christian. 
Citizen and Christian. 
Can a person be a loyal citizen and 
ut the same time, u good Christian? 
In our text the Savior declares that 
“ If kingdoms of grace and the gov­ 
ernm ents of the earth can exist w ith­ 
out 
conflicting 
with 
each 
other. 
It is indeed true. 
If the purpose of 
Christ* kingdom were to conquer and 
appropriate territory, and if He em­ 
ployed physical power to achieve his 
ends, then every governm ent would 
be justified in refusing admission into 
the country to all Chriatlans, fearing 
that they would dissem inate treason, 
sedition, and all m anner of evil among 
the loyal citizens. 
Hut the kingdom 
of Christ has a diff erent puyrpose and 
nature. 
Christs kingdom is spiritual 
and invisible; worldly 
governm ents 
are visible und physical; Christ re­ 
wards His subjects wtth grace, life, 
and salvation, and good living; In 
C hrist's kingdom the only weapons 
are the Word of God, prayer, and the 
afflictions 
of 
the 
faithful, 
whilst 
worldly governm ents employ weapon* 
made of iron and steel.
